Gen. Maurice Says Prosecution of 
War Has Not Been 
Interrupted. 

LONDON, Oct. 12.— Maj. Gen. 
Frederick B. Maurice, chief director 
of military operations at the War Of- 
fice, after an optimistic review of the 
work on the British front in Flanders, 
said to the Associated Press corre- 

spondent: 

I want to say a word about the 
work which has been done behind 
our lines in preparing for these bat- 
tles. I don’t wish to minimize the 
U-boat threat, but I can truthfully 
say that nothing the U-boats have 
done has delayed for a single hour 
our work in France. It has not de- 
layed a single round of ammunition 
or a ration for the soldiers. The Brit- 
ish army was never better fed nor 
supplied than today. The imports of 
British war material into France last 
January averaged 11.4 tons per hour; 
in September they had increased to 
24.5. The number of broad gauged 
trains run daily in the war zone with 
British war material numbered 179 
In March, 259 in September. The 
weekly average of war materials on 
the canals in the British war zone

Henry A. Grimm, president of the 
Grimm Stamp and Badge Co., filed 
complaint with the tax commission 
disclosing how Sullivan had favored 
Curran with the auto license tag 
contract, and asked that the award 
be abrogated.

The death penalty for Herbert 
Wood, accused together with Leo 
Keane of the murder of Scott Clark, 
a negro, in the East St. Louis race 
riot of July 2, was demanded today 
by Assistant Attorney-General Mid- 
dlekauf in Bi® plea to the jury which 
has heard e testimony against 
Wood and Mane in the Belleville 
Circuit. Coupee, He asked a severe 
sentence of imprisonment for Keane, 
who is 17 yéars old.

The people of the United States 
we watching you, to see what you 
will do,“ Middlekauf declared to the 
jurors. ‘‘With one stroke of the pen, 
you can put an-end to race rioting 
in this state, and perhaps in this 
nation, by hanging Herbert Wood.”

If it 
had been a beautiful girl, hardly any- 
one would say that thé offéise was 
not deserving of the death penalty. 
No one would be satisfied with any- 
thing less. But remember that this 
old negro section hand had the same 
right to his life that the girl would 
have. The law makes no distinction 
of sex or color.“

KIMMEL FAVORS NO PARDON FOR 
ANY CONVICTED AUTO THIEF 


ing Is Mild Crime Compared 
to Motor Theft. 

Circuit Judge Karl Kimmel has 
announced that he will oppose the 
granting of a parole to any person 
who is convicted in his court of 
stealing an automobile. He was 
asked by the State Pardon Board to 
state whether he would favor grant- 
ing a parole to Clyde Wyatt, also 
known as Mack Thompson, who 
pleaded guilty to stealing a car in 
July, 1916, and was sentenced to two 
years’ imprisonment. In his reply, 
opposing a parole for Wyatt, the 
Judge laid down the rule which he 
will apply to all such cases. 

“The automobile and its acces- 
sories have become the favorite prey 
of the modern thief,” he wrote 
“Wher in use by the criminal, it is 
more dangerous to the public peace 
and safety than any other agency. 
The crime of horse stealing is mild 
in its nefarious results, as compared 
with the stealing and criminal use of 
the nutoniobile.

rrrgodRab. Oct. 12. Austro- 
German troops are renewing their at- 
tempts to fraternize with the Rus- 
sians, but so far every effort has met 


with failure, according to a state- 
ment issued by the War Office based 
on reports from the front, The gen- 


jeral situation is quiet, although some 


of the armies as well as some of the 
‘Cossack units still act with some sus- 
picion toward the commanding staff. 
The question of peace is said to agi- 
tate the great mass of the Russian 
soldiers. 

At some places there is agitation 
against capital punishment,* but at 
the same time demards are made 
that punishment in the rear of the 
fighting front be enforced with 
greater strictness. The cases where 


orders were discussed or not carried 


out are comparatively rare, the sol- 
diers who refuse to obey orders usu- 
ally being brought to trial. 

The War Office announces with re- 
gret that the evil influence of the 
gendarmes and police still asserts It- 
self. So far no measures have been

Says His O ses 8 ch. Re- 
ceived Here When Measure 
Was Law, Was Sent Out 


by Secretary. 
STILL FAVORS. CHANGES 


Senator Asserts He Would Make 
Same Effort to Modify Bill . 
if It Were Up Again. 


| United States Senator Reed, when 
in St. Louis yesterday, was asked by 
a Post-Dispatch reporter about the 


circulation of copies of .one of his 
bitterest speeches against Food Ad- 
ministrator Hoover, after the food 
control law was passed. 

The copies, accompanied by a let- 
ter written by Senator Reed, asking 
that publicity be given to his speech, 
were received in St. Louis by news- 
paper men and ethers at least 19 
days after the food bill became a 
law. In recent interviews the Sen- 
ator has defended his course in op- 
posing the bill while it was under 
consideration by Congress, but has 
said that since the passage of the war 
measures there should now be no 
bickering.” 

The circulation ‘of e of his 
anti-Hoover speech after the passage 
of this important war measure 
placed him in the attitude of oppos- 
ing the Government after Congress 
had approved the food law. 

Some Passages of His Letter. 

His letter accompanying the copy 
of the speech contained these para- 
graphs: 

It seems to me the interests of 
the farmer are being seriously 
jeopardized. 

His market has been de- 
-gtroyed. 

He is at the mercy of one man. 

Is it not the business of all 
men and newspapers interested 
in the farmer’s welfare to give 
attention to the present situa- 
tion? 

I venture to inclose some re- 
marks I made in the Senate, 
which you may possibly find of 
interest. 

In the speech inclosed with. the 
letter, Senator Reed referred to the 
food control laws as “‘a crime against 
liberty,” and accused Hoover of con- 
spiring with foreign Governments to 
obtain control of the food market. 

The Senator said he did not. be- 
lieve the letter was sent out after 
the passage of the bill. The circu- 
lation of the speech, he said, was 
left to his secretary, who was “load- 
ed down with work.” 

“It is my recollection,” he said, 
“that this letter was sent out before 
the bill had finally become a law, and 
I was trying my. best to get it modi- 
fied. I cannot determine the time 
it was sent out, without a copy of it 

Thought Bill Was Mistake. 

„J believed this bill was a mistake 
in the form it came to us and that it 
would injure the country in this war. 
I thought it should at least have been 
amended in parts and I expressed 


GEOLOGICAL SURVEY ADMITS 


GENERAL’ SHORTAGE IN COAL | 


Says Condition Is Due to Unprece- 
dented Demand 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—Exist- 
ence of a general coal shortage is ad- 
mitted by the geological survey. 
which attributes the situation not to 
the failure of producers to do théir 
best, but to the unprecedented de- 
mand. 

“The tremendous increase in man- 
ufacturing and transportation activ- 
ity this year,” a statement issued 
said, has created a demand for soft 
coal in excess of any in the past, an 
increase in demand that is difficult 
to measure in terms of tons, but that 
is certainly more than the 10 per 
cent by which production has in- 
creased. To meet this demand, the 
operators have been mining coal at 
a rate never before known.“ 

A serious coal shortage exists in 
Ohio, fuel administration officials 
were told by a delegation of con- 
sumers headed by Attorney-General 
Joseph McGhee, who came to Wash- 
ington to protest against lifting the 
embargo on coal re to Can- 

ada. 

Coal prices in some districts of 
Tennessee, Kentucky and Virginia 
were raised by the fuel administra- 
tion, after it was shown operators 
could not.mine coal at a profit at 
the prices fixed recently.

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WASHINGTON, Oct. 13:—~Reports

THE COAL MINER’ S SIDE. 
We the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

This is in reply to your article on the 
ecitorial page of the Post-Dispatch of Oct. 
R entitled Dr. Garfield’s Mistake.” You 
are certainly badly misinformed as to why 
the coal miners are asking an increase in 


wages. You certainly can't know what we 
have to contend with here. The prices are 
being advanced at such a rate (about 10 
Ver cent a week) that the miner does well 
if he can keep Br’er Wolf from the door by 
vwcrking six days a week and planning all 


day Sunday instead of, working half-time, 


an you say. 

We are paying unheard-of prices for ev- 
erything we use and prices are going high- 
er every day. As to the miner not work- 
ing, I wish to say that we are willing and 


anxious to work every hour that we can. 
Ihe reason that production has fallen off 


that the operators want to put the miner 
in a bad light with the public. They are 
the ones who are causing the decreased 
tonnage so as to get a higher price for 
their coal and blind the dear old public. 

We go into the mines and stay there all 
day and load from five to ten tons—about 
seven would be an average. Any average 
miner can loan 10 tons in eight hours. 
That is a fair day’s work, so the three 


tons we don't get to load is lost to the 


Government and the wage is lost to us; 
but the dear old operator loses nothing. 
He can crowd his mine with men so they 


can't make a living and give us half 


enough work to do. You can see from this 
that it would not make any difference if 
one-fourth of the men would not report 
for work on any one day (and I have never 
krown this to happen). It would not make 
any difference in the day’s production of 
coal, for the three-fourths of the crew can 
easily take care of the increased turn for 


that day. You can't show me one single 


m ine in this locality that can’t get all the 
coal they want as far as the miner is con- 
cerned, and you can’t show me a crew of 
men at any one mine here that is getting 
t load as much coal as they want to load 
or can load. 

Now I am not censuring you, because I 


, realize you can’t know just how the situa- 
tion is in the mines, and you can't get the 


situation in its true light unless you send 
a man here and let him investigate the 
thing. Don't go to the operators, go among 
the miners, and they will tell you just as 
{ have told you. We are not getting the 
work we want and we are not getting the 
wages we should have in order to keep 
up with the increased cost of living. 
Send a reporter down here and let him 
go to the stores and price the things we 
must buy; let him note the increases for 
the last three or four months, then let him 
g out to the mines (there are 18 in walk- 
ing distance from Herrin) and talk with 
the miners. I will guarantee you will have 
a story that will open your eyes as to why 
the production of coal is falling off, and 
eiso why the miners must have an increase 
in wages if they are to continue at work. 
We must have the increase or the price 
of food and clothing must decrease, and 
we would much rather accept the latter. 
We want to help win this war as bad as 
any set of men in the country, but we 
ean’t do all we might unless the operators 
furnish us all the cars we can load. I am 
speaking of pit cars, which hold from two 
and one-half to three tons of coal: 
Now as to the strikes. A miner hates 
a strike worse than anything and it ts his 
last recourse, and this State is not rife 
with mine strikes. The trouble around 
Springfield has never had any sympathy 
from the miners and never will. We min- 
ers here have never lost a day’s work 
through any fault of ours and we have no 
intention of violating our contract with the 
operators unless forced to do so. In my 
opinion, that is what they would like for us 
to 2 for reasons well known by us.

From this standpoint the case is profoundly in- 
teresting to newspapers and the public.

GERMANY’S MUTINOUS NAVY. 

If the mutiny in the Germany navy appears 
serious in the light of such details as the censor 
permitted to be known outside of Germany, how 
much more serious would it appear in the light 
of full and accurate details? 

It is admitted that the revolt affected the 
crews of five naval vessels, four of them battle- 
ships making up an important element in Ger- 
man sea defenses. The marine corps refused to 
fire on the mutinous sailors and the aid of sol- 
diers had to be invoked to suppress the uprising. 
The Kaiser hastened to Wilhelmshaven in anx- 
iety, clamoring for the shooting of every seventh 
mutineer. 

Very interesting is the statement attributing 
the discontent to the fraternization of German 
forces with the newly emancipated Russian 
forces. Dangerous, indeed, to military autocracy 
is the leaven of democracy. - Confident in the 
resistance of the regimented German tempera- 
ment to the peril, the German high command 
with certain definite aims in view encouraged 
‘fellowship between its soldiers and the autoc- 
racy-hating Russian soldiers. 

But while these aims in part were being ac- 
| complished in communicating to the Russians 
| pernicious sophistri@ about internationalism 
and the folly of fighting even to end a world 
nuisance, the sound doctrine of the people's sov- 
ereignty was being communicated to the German 
‘rank and file. Kaiserdom was caught in its own 
subtle trap. That the enemies of liberalism 
should be weakening by contact with the moral 
potency of the very influences against which it 
is arrayed may not be war. But it is a logical 
‘and natural reaction of that human nature of 
| which ‘the German high command has always 
shown such dense ignorance. 
| Association with the Russians is reported to 
have affected Germany's land forces, as well as 
‘her sea forces, though in a less present degree. 
When no armed unit of autocracy could be in- 
| duced at Petrograd to fire on other units de- 
manding democracy and a square deal, the fall 
| of Czardom tame. When this condition is du- 
| plicated at Berlin the fall of Kaiserdom will be 
very near.

Em- 
ployers in the big department stores 
seem to prefer women as buyers of 
articles for women's more intimate 
usage, and women are to be found 
as buyers of gowns, hats, laces, fancy 
work, furs, lingerie, etc. 

Usually the buyer is paid not only 
a salary but a bonus upon a per- 
centage of her sales, so that the re- 
ally successful ones are very well re- 
warded, indeed. Nor are the earn- 
ings in salaries the limit of their 
incomes in many cases. I know at 
least two who reinvest their salaries 
and business experience in other en- 
terprises, There is Miss Lena Rubin- 
stein, buyer of neckwear at Famous- 
Barr Co., who is the proprietor of 
the very prosperous Clardel Garage. 
And Mrs. Olive M. Thornton, a buy- 
er for a women’s ready-to-wear de- 
partment, who owns a smart little 
shop in an automobile manufactur- 
ing town in Michigan where as indi- 
cative of its smartness she told me 
“I sold five mole-skin coats at $650 
a piece last season.“ And she ex- 
pects to open still other shops in a 
string of these suddenly rich local- 
ities.
